PASTOR BASIL A. MALOF SPEAKS TO LEE COLLEGE 

On Friday, the 17th, the Assistant General Overseer and 
I accepted President Brinsfield’s invitation to hear Pastor 
Malof, President of Russian Bible Society, speak to Lee Col- 
lege. 

This was my first visit to Lee College since coming to 
Cleveland, but I assure you that it will not be my last one. 

Professor Humphreys has, in the short time school has 
been going, developed a choir of the entire collegiate group 
of 500. As they sang “Standing on the Promises” and “Pow- 
er in the Blood,” you could feel that wonderful heart- 
warming, soul-inspiring spirit only found in a spiritual 
atmosphere. 

The new president handled the student body with such 
ease and grace, leading up to introducing the guest speaker, 
that one uninformed would have thought he was experi- 
enced and seasoned at the job. 

Pastor Malof left Moscow forty years ago for Leningrad, 
where he received education in outstanding institutions. 
There he organized the first Evangelical Church. Eight 
years ago he came to America and now he and his family 
enjoy the rights of American life as citizens. 

Pastor Malof was tried by the Kremlin as a criminal, 
for preaching the gospel. Three years ago his brother was 
brutally killed, but in keeping with his request, his Bible 
was sent to Pastor Malof, which was shown to the student 
body as a pattern of the Russian Bible that the American 
Russian Bible Society organized four years ago in Wash- 
ington, D. C. He said that this was the second Russian 
Bible Society organized. The first was in 1813. 

Pastor Malof pointed out that our safest path to a def- 
inite defense against Russia’s Communism was by getting 
the Bible to them. He stated that “be he common man, 
soldier, captain, or politician, when presented a Bible he 
would lay everything aside (even to his pipe) to read. In 
one revival he saw 500 praying in deep repentance. Three 
years ago Soviet Russia passed on the separation of 
church and state, and in this ruling the society will have 
protection and a right to distribute the 1,000,000 Bibles that 
they are printing now, at a cost of $1.00 per Bible. 

He stated that when he gets to Moscow and erects his 
contemplated gospel tabernacle to seat 10,000, he will ex- 
tend an invitation to President Brinsfield, General Over- 
seer Chesser, other officials, and students, to come over and 
help him. 

Pastor Malof concluded his interesting, informative, and 
inspiring message by saying, “God help us to help benighted 
Russia, and God bless America.”

inspiration of the Holy Ghost, giving 
us the new covenant and doctrine of 
His Church; not part of the doctrine, 
or just an outline to use in building 
up some other organization. So then, 
forasmuch as many have taken in 
hand to set forth a declaration of the 
doctrine of the Churches of God, it 
seems good to me, also, having had 
perfect understanding from the first, 
to put you in remembrance of these 
things, reminding you that to be a 
Church of God we could not live by 
bread alone. Jesus would never have 
blessed and accepted it as His own if 
we had rejected ome of His sayings. 
We had to hear, obey, and teach all 
things whatsoever He had com- 
manded, not merely our convictions. 

The Church, until the year 1908, 
used the name “Holiness Church”; 
but having taken the New Testament 
as our only rule of faith and practice, 
and finding that Paul called the 
churches of Christ by the name 
“Church of God,” this statement 
being made eleven times in the New 
Testament, I proposed that we give 
our churches the title of “Church of 
God.” This proposal was unanimously 
accepted, and since 1908 “Church of 
God” has been our official title. 

For many years the signs that should 
follow all believers did follow, the 
Lord working with us and confirming 
the Word with these signs. The 
preaching was in demonstration of 
the Spirit and power. We had great 
revivals, the gifts also being demon- 
strated in our services. Great crowds 
attended our Annual Assemblies, the 
Holy Ghost falling on them as on the 
apostles in the beginning. 

Then the enemy came and sowed 
tares among the wheat, and went his 
way.

in Romans 5:2, “By whom also we have 
access by faith into this grace where- 
in we stand, and rejoice in hope of 
the glory of God.” What does he mean 
by the words “by whom also”? Read 
the first verse of this chapter and you 
have the answer. “Therefore being 
justified by faith, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
This simply means faith in the aton- 
ing blood of the Son of God, faith that 
removes all guilt, faith that justifies 
us in the sight of God and brings us 
to peace with Him. There can be no 
peace with God as long as there is 
guilt. But being justified, forgiven of 
all actual transgressions and every- 
thing you are responsible for, you find 
peace with God, and it is made pos- 
sible through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Now after you have had sins for- 
given, after all guilt and condemnation 
has been removed, and you are at per- 
fect peace with God, you are ready for 
another step into this grace, where 
Paul declares we stand. The word 
“also” means “something besides.” 
The same blood that cleanses from 
sins and brings us to peace with God 
will also bring us into this grace, or 
sanctification. The word “subsequent” 
means “to follow after,” or “to take 
place after something else.” Then 
justification comes first and sanctifi- 
cation comes after justification. Since 
justification gives us access into this 
grace (sanctification) wherein we

stand, then it is impossible for us to 
get into this grace without being justi- 
fied. Justification is the door of access 
into this grace (sanctification) where- 
in we stand. This is why the Church 
of God teaches sanctification subse- 
quent to justification. 

When I look back and see what the 
Church of God has come through, the 
hard battles she has fought and the 
way God has stood by her, it brings re- 
joicing to my heart and a consolation 
that God will see her through no mat- 
ter what happens, if only we will stand 
true to God and His Word. What we 
need today is more sanctification lived. 
The power of God is the same today as 
it has ever been, and if we will have 
faith in Him and keep His command- 
ments, we can demonstrate more of 
the fruit of holiness. Paul says: “But 
of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of 
God is made unto us wisdom, and 
righteousness and sanctification and 
redemption,” 1 Cor. 1:30. 

“For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification, that ye should ab- 
stain from fornication,” 1 Thess. 4:3. 

“Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the gate,” 
Heb. 13:12.

Luke 24:49, “And, behold, I send the 
promise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until 
ye be endued with power from on 
high.” This is that given upon the 
request of Christ. John 14:16, 17, “And 
I will pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, that he 
may abide with you for ever.” Christ 
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paid the price for our sins while on the 
cross, but He had to leave us so the 
Holy Ghost might come. John 16:7, 
“Nevertheless I tell you the truth; it 
is expedient for you that I go away; 
for if I go not away, the Comforter 
will not come unto you; but if I de- 
part, I will send him unto you.” 

Christ forewarns us that those who 
profess the Holy Ghost will be perse- 
cuted. You will notice in John 15:27 
that we shall bear witness of this 
Comforter. Then immediately Christ 
said, “These things have I spoken un- 
to you, that ye should not be offended.” 
The next verse tells us of the perse- 
cutions that would follow. John 16:1, 
2. “Yes, persecutions I am willing to 
bear, for I am a Holy Ghost million- 
aire.” 

Friends, if Simon the sorcerer was 
willing to offer money for such 
a wonderful power, we should be 
willing to lay aside our opinions and 
ideas and give God our all so that we 
may say with Peter, “This is that.” 
Authentic proof of the prophet Joel, 
of Peter, the one hundred and twenty 
on the day of Pentecost, others years 
later, and many of today, is enough to 
convince any honest-hearted follower 
of the Lord Jesus. 


The Spiritual Baptism 

Acts 2:4, “And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as _ the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” 

From this scripture alone, we gath- 
er the fact of a spiritual baptism. 

Now, the word “baptize” means to 
dip into or go under. John’s water 
baptism was a literal act of dipping 
into the water; but John spoke of a 
greater baptism, of which Christ 
would be the Author. 

Matt. 3:11, “I indeed baptize you 
with water unto repentance: but he 
that cometh after me is mightier than 
I, whose shoes I am not worthy to 
bear: he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire.” 

There is a_ definite experience 
awaiting all who will look to God’s 
Word and to the promise given by 
John. 

When the dipper is dipped (bap- 
tized) into the bucket, something else 
happens; the water fills the dipper. 
Acts 2:1-4 speaks of the one hundred 
and twenty being in one accord, in 
one place, and how that the house 
was first filled with the Spirit of God. 
Then, the seekers were filled with the 
Holy Ghost. Many Christians have 
been dipped into the Spirit, yet failed 
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to be filled with the Spirit. By putting 
an airtight lid on the dipper you can 
keep the water out. When you Chris- 
tians who have been dipped into the 
body of Christ take that airtight lid 
off, you too will be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. 
Ostensible Theory Which Seems to Be 
Scriptural 

Some say there is only one baptism 
and that it is coincident with regen- 
eration. This warrant is based only 
on one scripture. I Cor. 12:13, 14, “For 
by one Spirit are we all baptized into 
one body.” It is evident that all Chris- 
tians are baptized into the body of 
Christ, but to be baptized -into the 
Holy Ghost is different. Some have 
even tried to connect this baptism 
with the fiery judgement of God. Any 
one can plainly see this is inconsist- 
ent with the Scripture. John is talk- 
ing about a blessing and that which 
goes with it. “He shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost and fire.” Fur- 
thermore, this spiritual baptism came 
just as John said. “And there ap- 
peared unto them cloven tongues like 
as of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them,” Acts 2:3. 
What John’s Prophecy Means to Us 

It means we are looking for, or have 
already received, this glorious experi- 
ence, which John could not give, nor 
have, as Christ has given it to us. To 
disregard this spiritual baptism is to 
say, “John, thou prophet of God, you 
have the wrong conception of God’s 
Word.” Not so! The wrong conception 
comes when people call the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost the same as being 
baptized into the body of Christ. 

Now, if we are going to believe the 
Bible, let us go back to our great 
Baptist preacher (John) and accept 
that blessing of being baptized with 
the Holy Spirit. Scriptures that sub- 
stantiate the doctrine of this spiritual 
baptism are found in Mark 1:8; Acts 
1:5; 11:12-17. 


How to Receive the Holy Ghost 

“How much more shall your heav- 
enly Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him?” 

The first qualification is to be a 
Christian. An unsaved person cannot 
receive the Holy Ghost. You will no- 
tice our text says, “ .. .your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Ghost to them 
that ask him.”

Sunday, the 19th, Sister Bright, 
three of our little Brights, and I ac- 
cepted Home Superintendent Fergu- 
son’s invitation to have dinner with 
the staff and our ninety-three boys 
there. There were a number of other 
visitors, some of whom were Brother 
Cecil Truesdell, his wife and two 
daughters, and Sister Bloodworth, a 
former matron of the Home on Ben- 
ton Pike. 

We were greatly impressed by the 
orderly manner the boys marched into 
the dining room while a quartet num- 
ber was given. Next came the quoting 
of the Sunday School golden text by 
the boys in concert. This was very in- 
spiring. I just wonder how many of 
us parents see that our children mem- 
orize the golden text? 

This is proof that our children are 
being given spiritual training. Brother 
McCosh has recently come to the home 
as chef, and we all proved that his 
cooking tasted delightful by the way 
we ate. The Home throughout was sur- 


prisingly neat and tidy, considering 
the fact that it is understaffed with 
matrons. If you are interested in work 
like this, contact Brother W. F. Dych, 
and he will appreciate it. 

In my stroll through the dairy I dis- 
covered that a lot of energy and ef- 
fort was being spent there, with the 
successful result that the manage- 
ment would really get a high rating 
from the standpoint of sanitation, 
were a check-up by the State Health 
Department made. 

Brother Ferguson informed me that 
they were milking a herd of twenty- 
three cows on this farm, and that the 
milk and butter supply was sufficient 
to meet the demand of that home and 
the homes in Cleveland. 

Our poultry farm is good but it is 
being improved and will soon be pro- 
ducing enough to supply the needs of 
the Home. 

Hogs are being butchered and the 
meat packed away in the modern cold- 
storage plant in a systematic manner. 
It will be weighed as it is issued to the 
homes, so as to keep a record of how 
much is used by each home. Space will 
not permit me to write more than to 
say my visit was very revealing and 
that pleasant and gratifying, and I 
thought you would like to share it with 
me in this report.—J. D. Bright.

It is easier for pride 
and prejudice to sneer and to smite 
than to face the truth. These self- 
seeking men were ready to justify 
themselves even at the cost of smit- 
ing the character of the Saviour. 
These men were like one crying for 
light and then closing their eyes when 
the light came. Christ was mocked by 
the frivolous. To them the kingdom of 
Caesar meant everything, while the 
kingdom of Christ meant nothing. To 
them, material things were important, 
but spiritual things were ridiculed 
and laughed at. They were like many 
today who have an outward show of 
religion while their heart is black 
with sin. 

We behold Christ as the Saving 
Man. God, in measuring the depth of 
man’s need, could only meet that 
need by the gift of His only Son. The 
sacrifices under the law were insuffi- 
cient to save a man. They could never 
make the people perfect, for in those 
sacrifices there was a remembrance 
made of sins every year. “But this 
man, after he had offered one sacri- 
fice for sins for ever, sat down on the 
right hand of God,” Heb. 10:12. Christ 
saves the sinner by putting Himself 
between the sinner and the sinner’s 
guilt. Self-effort, self-wisdom, and 
self-righteousness are all enemies 
from which we need to be delivered, 
and we are saved from these when 
Christ dwells within. 

Christ is the Door of Salvation. 
John 10:9, “I am the door: by me if 
any man enter in, he shall be saved, 


and shall go in and out, and find 
pasture.” When we enter into union 
with Christ, we at once become a sep- 
arate people. It is a glorious thought 
to know we are a chosen people and 
separated from all ungodliness. Jesus 
says we cannot serve two masters. It 
is impossible to love the world and 
Christ, too. Christ willingly became a 
sacrifice for us. As we stand by the 
cross and see the Son of God dying, 
we see God’s purpose of redemption 
reaching its climatic conclusion.

2:9-11, “Wherefore God 
also hath highly exalted him, and 
given him a name which is above ev- 
ery name: that at the name of Jesus 
every knee should bow ... and that 
every tongue should confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father.” Christ did no sin, 
neither was guile found in His mouth.

In redemption He was long- 
suffering and merciful. He is compas- 
sionate for He loves and cares for the 
sinner.

To many that have not taken a 
long trip of this nature, it may be of 
interest to them to know something 
about our preparations for the trip 
and some of the necessities that came 
in handy on the trip. 

As our time of departure from

Alaska became more definite, we be- 
gan to make preparations for this 
trip, and we consulted many people 
who had made the trip before, so as 
to know what to expect and what 
things were essential along the line of 
repairs. Following are some of the 
necessary equipment: parts like coil, 
condenser, plugs, extra clutch plate, 
fan belt, spare axles, spare tires and 
tubes, tools with which to make your 
own repairs, tow chain or cable, 
chains, repair kit for fuel pump, 
brake fluid, and a good battery; then 
your equipment should be in good 
condition before you start out on the 
road. 

I cannot help but think of how we, 
as God’s children, traveling through 
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this world, many times fail to equip 
ourselves for the emergencies that we 
run into along the great highway of 
holiness, and how sometimes a little 
thing will cause someone to stop and 
not make the goal. It is very simple 
to explain this by having a condenser 
go out on your car or truck hundreds 
of miles from help or a place where 
you could buy one; everything else 
may be all right, but you cannot go 
ahead. 

Before we started, many people in- 
formed us that we were going to have 
some rough roads, and I believed 
everything that they said; but after 
we started out and had gone several 
thousand miles, we found that it was 
even worse than what we had imag- 
ined. 

Our steepest and most winding road 
was found in Alaska, between Gal- 
kana and Tok Junction, and it was 
between these two places that we had 
a freakish breakdown. The shifting 
fork broke off two inches from the 
top of the transmission, and here we 
were, out in the sticks where no help 
was available. It was but a few min- 
utes of thinking and head-scratching 
when a good idea somehow struck me, 
and I went after the task so that we 
would lose as little amount of time 
as possible. The first step was to dis- 
mantle my emergency brake unit, and 
from this I used the one-half inch 
pipe that it was made of and thus 
improvised a small gear-shifting stick. 
After sawing a slit in the pipe, I ham- 
mered this piece onto the two-inch 
stub that was sticking out. Then the 
problem came up of how I would keep 
it in place, as one movement of the 
pipe made it come off. Fortunately, I 
had a 500-watt, 100-volt, gas-driven 
A. C. plant with which I was able to 
operate my electric drill. With a hole 
drilled through the pipe and the stem 
I was able to insert a one-fourth-inch 
bolt and draw these together tightly,
